a. Task Team/V (Biographic) • Since I chair this 
team, and drafted the terms of reference, defer to the 
other Group members, 

b* TT/VI (RSD). Section II (Discussion) of the 
terms of reference is so broad that serious question arises 
as to the competence of the team to develop productive 
answers, What is meant, for example, by the penultimate 
paragraph of Section II: '’this group should recognise the 
situation and rectify it**? More to the point, how is KtD 
defined? Are research and development separate entities? 

Does RID include methods relating to clandestine communications? 
There could be some sensitive terrain here, and we CCS) 
would like to be assured of the team's focus before the 
goats get in the garden, 

e. TT/IX (ADP Systems Library). It is strongly 
recommended that this effort be dropped. An ADP library for 
the community is a pipe-dream. Even if there were no security 
problems, or manpower problems, in defining and updating 
such a collection in adequate detail, it is in the nature of 
the beast that little if any demand will ever be rede on 
the library by the dozens of individual components scattered 
throughout the Washington-Salt imora area with special require- 
ments to meet. Futherraare, ADP work by each agency in the 
major functional areas (document retrieval, photo chip, bio- 
graphic intelligence, FLINT, etc.) is well known to the com- 
munity. To create a library on the hodgepodge of more special
